4. The prior art of record fails to either show or reasonably suggest the claimed two- 
component adhesive.

5. The closest prior art of record is Kramer. Kramer provides an adhesive which 
contains many of the same components as presently claimed such the claimed A, B, F 
and D. Kramer differs from the present claims because Kramer is a one part adhesive 
rather than a two part adhesive and because Kramer does not provide the claimed 
component K2, the claimed compound C and the ratio of K1 to K2. Absent further hints 
in the prior art it would not have been obvious to have made the combination of 
changes to arrive at the present claims when presented with the Kramer reference. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
